A reduction of 25 per cent in em­ 
ployers' liability insurer ce for em­ 
ployes of Missouri breweries has been 
pui into effect. 
This virtually is lh*1 
only industry in which, rates have 
been cut. 
The new schedule affect­ 
ing all Missouri indust ries, recorded 
an average increase of about 33 per 
cent in rates. 
The brewery rate was reduced from 
42 cents to 27 cents per HOO of pay­ 
roll, and the distillery rate was in­ 
creased from 7$ cents to $1.2.7. 
The companies did not decrease Hic 
brewery rate out of friendliness to 
the brewery owners, was the declare 
tion of E. V. Thompson, president of 
the Insurance Federation of Missouri. 
“The cut in rates was ordered atter 
reports showing the experience of all 
the casualty companies in Mi souri 
bad been filed with the Workmen's 
Compensation bureau of New Yolk," 
Thompson said. 
"The reports show­ 
ed that the accidents 
in 
breweries 
have been constantly decreasing. 
"The lowness of the new brewery 
rates indicates that 
the 
insurance 
companies do not regard Hie drinking 
of light beers as..causing i\ny addition 
to the hazard involved 'n the insuring 
of a factory full of employes, 
t "In fact, th© companies have long 
Impressed upon their agents in cities 
ppd towns throughout 
the 
country 
(hat their experience has been that 
an almost negligible number of acci­ 
dents have been caused through the 
employes’ drinking of light beers, al­ 
though many accidents are attribut­ 
able .to overindulgence in more intox­ 
icating beverages."—St. Louis Globe-

Fact Often Overlooked That Cold Air 
Settles to Lower Levels— Frost 
Does Much Damage. 


It is a well recognized fact, though 
one too often overlooked in selecting 
sites for orchards, that cold air set­ 
tles to the lower levels. For this rea­ 
son it is often colder at tho lower 
elevations than it is at higher points 
in the same locality. This is what is 
m eant 
by 
“atmospheric 
drainage.' 
The occurrence of frost in low' places 
when thoro is none on elevated areas 
is thus explained. For tho same rea­ 
son peach buds are often winterkill d 
or the blossoms are injured by frost 
in the spring in low places when 
nearby orchards on higher elevations 
are injured muUi less, or even escape 
entirely.

The passenger rate was increased to

fication, resulting in a slight net ad­ 
vance. 
A statem ent issued by the 
commission says 
that

2-cents- 
a-mile passenger rate was not offset 
by increased traffic, as was supposed,

ordinary farm grown feeds, potatoes 
would hardly have this value for milk 
production in comparison with ground 
oats. 
According to this estimate, po­ 
tatoes w-ouid bo W'orth only 15 cents 
a bushel or less when oats are w*orth 
32 cents a bushel. 
Potatoes have a somewhat higher 
value for meat production than for 
the production of milk and are more 
valuable for pigs or for fattening I 
cattle than for milch cows. 
With the j 
price of potatoes below* 25 cents a I 
bushel it generally pays to feed them t 
on the farm, especially lf there is a 
shortage of grain or a long distance 
to haul to market.

court ordered an election to vote on 
issuing $1,310,000 of bonds to build 
192 miles of rock 
roads 
to traverse 
the entire county and to connect all 
of its towns 
with 
Marshall (their 
special election will be held on Jan. 
19), and after the court had made its 
order I got into conversation with the 
Windy City manufacturer. 
When he learned that my home is 
in Sedalia, 
Pe Mis 
county, Missouri, 
he asked about Sam Jordan, our state 
fair, and, finally, “Have you any rock 
roads in Pettis county?” When I told 
him that we had a k ’t 160 miles of 
such roads and that 
almost 
all of 
our people, particularly the farmers, 
appeared to be hungry for more rock 
roads, he blurted 
out 
the question. 
“Well, why don’t you build more rock 
roads? You have a rich county, and 
my knowledge of your 
geography 
is 
that you aie on 
a 
direct line from 
St. Louis to Kansas City, from New 
York to San Francisco, and, if I don’t 
miss my guess, 
the 
mos< 
practical 
route for a lakes-to-the-gulf 
highwrav 
would go through your locality rather 
than further west. 
Why 
don’t your 
people vote bonds and build a county 
system of rock roads?” 
I told him that about four vt ars ago 
we voted $200,000 of bonds in ihN S e ­ 
dalia district; that those bonds have 
about eleven years to 
run 
yet, and 
that lawyers tell us we can’t contract 
for an additional 
bond 
issue white 
those district bonds are outstanding, 
because that would be 
double taxa­ 
tion. 
“That s easy,” he replied. “Refund 
those district bonds by providing in 
your newr proposition that a sufficient 
amount of 
your 
new' 
whole-eountv 
bond issue shall 
be 
utilized for the 
express purpose of refunding the un­ 
paid portion of those district bonds. 
then apply what is w t to extending 
your rock roads.” 
When I explained to him the aver­ 
age cost of our present rock roads lie 
did some figuring and expressed the 
belief that after 
refunding 
the out 
standing portion of our district bonds 
we would have 
left 
enough mono\ 
out of a million dollar bond issue to 
build 240 miles 
of 
additional rock 
roads. 
He 
also 
expressed his firm 
Conviction that the present congress 
will appropriate at 
least $."0,000,000 
to provide national aid for rock road 
building, and that those counties now 
arranging to vote substantial bond is­ 
sues to build rock roads would reap 
the benefits. 
While here at the 
probate judges’ 
convention, Judge 
Sam I). Hodgdon 
of St. Louis county, assured me that 
his county means 
business 
on the 
bond issue they have been agitating, 
and will soon submit a proposition to 
vote $3,000,000 
for 
rock road con­ 
struction—and that 
county 
already 
has over 600 miles of rock roads. 
At Boonville, last Wednesday night, 
alarge and enthusiastic meeting, tw o 
tbirds of those present 
being farm 
ers, some of whom drove twenty-five 
miles to be present, voted unanimous­ 
ly to proceed at once to organize for 
a whole-county bond issue fora coun­ 
ty system of rock roads.

rut or sitting still. W e’ve got to move, 
move right now, or w e’l begin to slide 
down toward the tail end of the pro­ 
cession.

lia business men about the value and 
advantages to this county, all parts of 
it, and Sedalia, such a rock road sys­ 
tem would be.

Jefferson City, Mo., Dec. l l . —Since 
1840, when the coal deposits of Mis­ 
souri were first extensively worked, 
up to the commencement of 1915 Mis­ 
souri coal mine operators have mined 
and disposed of 124,104,452 
tons 
of 
coal, announces a bureau of labor sta­ 
tistics bulletin given prominence to­ 
day by Commissioner John T. Fitz­ 
patrick. 
The 1914 output of coal mines, not 
including the small quantities mined 
by farmers and others for their own 
use, amounted to 3,935,980 short tons, 
with a spot value of $6,802,325. This 
was a decrease over 1913, when the 
production 
amounted 
to 
4,318,125 
short tons, with a mined value of $7,- 
368,348, the decrease 
being 
382,145 
tons, or 8.85 per cent iii quantity, and 
of $665,983, or 8.92 per cent in value. 
The decrease is attributed primarily 
to the uniformly mild winter Missouri 
experienced at the commencement and 
at the close of 1914. 
The demand 
from railroads was also shorter ow ing 
to the decrease in the 
amount 
of 
freight which was transported. Man­ 
ufacturing 
interests 
consumed 
as 
much coal as usual during the year 
and transportation facilities were am­ 
ple and satisfactory. 
There was very little interference 
in mine operations through labor trou­ 
bles. 
It is figured that the shut-downs 
which did occur occasioned a loss of 
time which was less than 3 per cent 
of the total time put in by all miners, 
there being no prolonged period i of 
idleness. 
The number of fatal accidents in the 
coal mines cf Missouri increased from 
IO in 1913 to 19 in 1914. 
Missouri’s coal history dates back 
o 1806, when it was found on the 
banks of the Osage river. 
Early set­ 
tlers operated numerous small mines, 
but no record was kept of Missouri’s 
production until 1914. 
At the present rate of consumption 
it is figured that Missouri coal de­ 
posits are ample to last 9,000 years, 
with a chance that further beds will 
be found beneath some that are now 
known to exist. 
The 
banner 
year for quantity of 
coal produced by Missouri mines was 
1912, when 4,339,856 tons were mined 
Then came 1913, when the output was 
4,317,125 tons, and 
next 
1903, 
with 
4,252,586 tons ,and 1904, with 4,168,- 
108 tons.

Tho great advantage in pasteurizing 
m arket milk is to insure its freedom 
from 
disease-producing 
organisms 
This is a point which is constantly 
brought forward in favor of pasteurize 
tion of milk. Of course the pasteurized 
m ilk w ill have better keeping quail 
ties than the some milk that has not 
been pasteurized and of course this 
is an advantage from the standpoint 
of the milk dealer, and is also an ad­ 
vantage to the milk consumer. 
Outside the cost of the process 
there are practically no disadvantages 
connected with the pasteurization oi 
milk. 
This is especially true with tin 
way pasteurization is conducted today 
There is absolutely no doubt but that 
m ilk properly pasteurized and prop 
erly handled subsequent thereto 
is 
just as healthful a food for children 
as well as for adults as is raw milk. 
Most of the commercial pasteuriza­ 
tion of market milk at the present 
time is done by heating the milk to 
145 degrees for approximately thirty 
minutes. 
This temperature and time 
91 of exposure does not change the milk 
physically or chem ically to any appri 
cieble extent. 
If milk is heated tc 
higher temperatures or for longer pe­ 
riods of time, the creaming power; 
of the milk w ill be influenced— that is 
the heated m ilk will creafci less rapid 
ly and somewhat b*ss completely than 
the raw milk. 
The m ilk w ill also ac­ 
quire, which is objectionable to many 
people, what is known as the cooked 
taste. 
It is not probable that the nu­ 
tritive value of the milk is injured; 
in fact, at the present time many phy­ 
sicians advocate the heating of chil­ 
dren’s milk to the boiling point.

Spoiled silage may not seem to in- 
,uro some farm animals, but it is dan­ 
gerous to others, aud has lost much 
of its food value for all. 
The loss 
results almost entirely from mold, and 
could have been prevented, although 
the only thing to do now is to study 
what has happened in your silo and 
learn how to do better next year. 
Unless the silo was scaled or feed­ 
ing was begun immediately after fill­ 
ing. from six inches to a foot at the 
top is sure to be spoiled. 
It should be 
put where it cannot be reached by 
any farm animals. 
Lower down, the 
presence of spoiled silage always in­ 
dicates the presence of air, as the 
molds which give it the appearance of 
rotten manure could not work with­ 
out air. 
The lack of sufficient water 
in filling is the commonest cause of 
the 
presence of 
air. 
but 
sufficient 
tramping in an airtight structure is 
also 
necessary. 
Red 
mold, 
which 
sometimes causes alarm, is no more 
dangerous than the less conspicuous 
forms which often pass unnoticed.
